ISS O’REILLY is proud of this achieve- 
M ment by the unionists; but with equal 
candor she told me a tale of defeat. It 
was in Troy, N. Y., where men’s linen collars are 
made. Because of her familiarity with the trade 
she was sent there when the hand starchers in 
the laundries of the factories struck against the 
introduction of machines: ~It is a custom of the 
collar trade that the worker must own the ma- 
chine she uses, and in other branches the constant 
in:yprovement in machines and the demand of em- 
ployers that ‘workers use the latest machines make 
this custoni’‘a heavy burden. 

“We.were whipped to a frazzle,’ said Miss 
O'Reilly, smiling ruefully; “but we might have 
won had our brother unionists refused to wear 
any but unfon-made collars.. We have a small 
fectory in Troy which makes about one-millionth 
of the collar supply, but makes good collars, too, 
and our brothers have not supported it. 

“Since my day in the factory collar making has 
gone the way of so many factory industries. It is 
now so subdivided that a coliar goes through 13 
pairs of hands to reach the stage I formerly 
brought it to. Girls work in long rows, each one 
doing some little thing and each working as fast 
as the picked girls, who are especially selected 
to head the line and speed up the work. The 
speeders-up last six months, maybe; then they 
go away to a farm to recuperate at their own ex- 
“The girl who ‘goes down’ is sometimes a real 
trouble-maker, who must be restrained,” she said. 
“We have a method which usually proves effective. 
We place her on the grievance board or make her 
the steward of the chop in which she works. 
{Under the burden of responsibility che becomes 
disciplined and cautious.

There is always friction 
between the leaders and forewomen after a strike 
and it is human for the forewoman to deal a lit- 
tle unfairly with them.

ad | N THE work we are trying to do our great- 
est foe is ignorance and our constant labor 
! is to educate the girls to-higher standards. 

As soon as some girls pay a quarter into the union 
they want to strike and ask what the union is 
for, if not for immediate redress of real or fancied 
wrong We tell them that we have a contract with 
the employer and persuade them to moderation. 
They often view our caution with suspicion of our 
motives; but generally the girls are not so ready 
to break contracts as employers, and we have to 
be very cautious in our dealings, as the latter are 
shrewd and have the money to pay expert contract 
writers. 

“We are compelled to recognize that business 
s conducted on the principle of getting the other 
party before he gets you. The Woman’s Trade 
Union League, which is composed of workers in 
the trades and sympathizers’ who give-money or 
influence, tries’ to edge in between employer and 
worker”—and Miss O'Reilly imitated a person 
shouldering in between adversari¢és—“in order 
that we may help them to compose their differ- 
ences. 

“When trouble arises employers would: always 
be glad to’give what is demanded if they did not 
know that we would come back later with more 
demands.” 

‘I asked her: ‘Confronted by the ignorance and 
the suspicion of workers you try to help, do you 
ever lose enthusiasm for your work?” 

“Never,” said Miss O’Reilly. “If the work of 
education requires a hundred years, it is. still 
worthy to be done and we can always see that 
progress has been and is being achieved. When 
the pioneers came to America they had to struggle 
for the development of the country without the 
aid of electricity, of railroads and the thousand 
other aids which the: pioneers- who are now de- 
veloping Africa have as a result of the world’s 
labors through all the intervening years. And the 
other day, when a telephone girl who had just 
been brought into the labor union movement, made 
her first speech at the convention, saying that a 
strike of telephone operators could tie up the 
world’s business more effectually than even a 
strike of locomotive engineers or trainmen, I ( 
realized that she was the heir of all those who 
have gone before her in our work.” y,

| S UNIONISM the necessary remedy for in- 
justice to woman workers?” 

“It is the greatest means we have to 
the righting of wrongs. I believe all trades should 
organize, from the highest to the lowest. In New 
York we have a small union of stenographers who 
have introduced the equitable principle of a slid- 
ing wage scale. Their minimum wage is $12 a 
week. That is for the least competent workers. 
The next grade is authorized to exact a minimum 
of $15 a week and expert stenographers demand a 
minimum of $18 a week. In Chicago, where wom- 
en workers are better organized than in any other 
city, there is a strong organization of stenogra- 
phers. 

“The domestic servant problem will never be 
settled until.the workers are unionized. Then as 
an organization they may say to the employers: 
‘We will live in our own homes and work stated 
hours for you, under conditions that do not rob 
us of self-respect, for proper wages.’ This will 
establish the industry of domestic service upon 
a basis that will attract workers who are now 
being driven to the factories. No other power 
will convince mistresses that they may not en- 
slave their domestic workers, confine them almost

ROF. EDWARD 
P A: STEINER of 
Grinnell, Io., the 
most noted authority 
on immigration in the 
United States, recently 
returned from the Pac- 
ific coast, where he. 
made a six' weeks’ study 
of the Japanese question 
arising out of the enact- 
ment of the California 
anti-alien land law. 

In an interview which he gave to the writer for 
the Post-Dispatch while visiting in St. Louis, 
with his brother, 
Vienna, during the past week, Prof. Steiner dis- 
cussed the subject of Japanese immigration from . 
the standpoint of its desirability as compared 
with immigration from the Southern European 
countries, and its effect on the Pacific coast. 

While in California, Prof. Steiner spoke on the 
subject in Sacramento (with many members of the 
Legislature in his audience), in San Francisco and 
other points. He takes the novel view that 
the California people, being pioneers and over- 
lords and believing that sooner or later there must 
be a war between the United States and Japan, de- 
liberately and intentionally insulted the national 
honor of the Japanese, on the theory that the 
sooner the war was brought about the better. 
“From my observations on the Pacific coast, 
there is no serious danger from Oriental immigra- 
tion," said Prof, Steiner. “Chinese immigration 
bas been checked, Japanese immigration controlled 
and the Hindoos kept out by the examining physi- 
cians at the ports discovering that every applicant

“An interesting factor in the situation is that 
the Japanese are not a servile people. They are 
a proud people, with strong racial characteristics 
behind them. The people of California are over- 
lords. They inherited the old Spanish spirit of 
dominance. Many of them are wealthy, being 
the descendants of the pioneers who went to Cali- 
fornia and-grew rich during the gold era. 

“They do not like to tolerate any immigration 
except that of servile races. While Californians 
hate the Japanese, they dearly love the Chinese. 
That is because they can kick a Chinaman and 
neither he nor his country will resent it. They 
canriot kick a Japa@mese because both he and his 
country will resent it. California has set itself 
ur as the self-constituted guardian of the Pacific 
coast. 

“The most dangerous fact in the situation is the 
tremendous overpopulation of Japan and China, 
apd if the gates were thrown open to them they 
would overcrowd the white man and probably 
drive him out of the country. These are the 
things which have inflamed the public mind in 


2 California. The climate lends itself to overstate- 


ment. No persons seems to be able to live in 
Celifornia very long until he develops the habit 
cf exaggeration. 

“The Japanese own from 9000 to 12,500 acres of 
land in California, but [ was told by serious- 
minded members of the Califdrnia Legislature 
that they owned-as high as 300,000 acres.

The environ- 
mental factors in America are so strong that they 
exert a powerful influence upon every race coming 
in contact with them. I have been with groups 
of Japanese in California who were much "ore 
American than any similar group of European 
foreigners I have ever known in this country. 
They were men who had been educated in Amei:?- 
can missions and American universities. At a 
luncheon with them, had I been blindfolded I 
should not have known that they were not nativ:- 
born Americans. | 
“I am not in favor of Japanese immigration 
under existing conditions. The difficulty in Amer- 
ica is that they would be isolated, and be com- 
pelled to retain their Japanese characteristics and 
ideals; but I have found them to be capable of 
very thorough Americanization. It is not because 
they could not be made desirable citizens that I 
‘am opposed to opening the doors of this country 
to them.

While reading “Letters From the People,” I no- 
ticed one from some misguided gentleman com- 
plaining about physicians writing prescriptions in 
Latin. 

There are several reasons for using s80-called 
Latin in prescription writing. I say so-called be- 
cause only Latin terms are used, the body of the 
prescription, that is the name of the ingredients 
are always specified aeeording to the names‘given 
them by the manufacturers, or the names speci- 
fied in the Pharmacopea, National Formulary or 
other books of reference used by physicians and 
rharmacists. It is a well-known fact that the 
will of the patient and the confidence he has in 
his physician has as much to do.with his ultimate 
recovery as the effect the different remedial 
agents have. Bearing this fact in mind you will 
readily see that if simple English terms were 
used in all prescription writing a loss of confi- 
dence on the. part of the patient would be the re- 
sult in many instances. It would also result in a 
loss to the physician of many valuable formulaes. 
I might add right here that the Supreme Court 
has decided that a prescription after it is written 
is the sole property of the party writing it and 
the pharmacist who compounds it ts only the cus- 
todian. He cannot lawfully give a copy or dis- 
pose of the original without the physician's con- 
sent. The patient is not purchasing the prescrip- 
tion, he is only buying the ingredients specified.

Salt is taken 
for suicidal purposes sometimes in a 
common saturated solution made with 
water as the solvent, and sometimes 
the brine from salted kraut. * * * 
The amounts taken vary with the de- 
termination of the person taking it, but 
usually are from one to three rice bow!l- 
fuls—half a pint to a pint.

The following article on the “new 
dances” was written and voluntarily 
contributed to the columns of the Post- 
Dispatch by Mlexander N. DeMenil, LI.. 
D., editor of the Hesperian: 

‘When a “big’’ New York daily waxes 
virtuous and protests editorially against 
vice and fashionable crime, it certainly 
should be encouraged and lauded with- 
out stint for original effort.

That would have but increased 
the ‘burden of sorrow and hardship and 
the Court’s purpose was to do justice 
in the light of all the circumstances. 
Gets Time to Decide. 
Manderjeska was .so terrified by the 
dilemma that was placed before him 
that he seemed not to be able to make 
up his mind. Judge Collins was moved 
to pity by his woe. So finally he ruled 
that Manderjeska might have a few 
days in which to make up his mind and 
the curtain fell on the dramatic scene 
with an order that he should be helc 
in jail until he was ready to give his 
decision to the Court.

When they were married it was the un- 
derstanding, he says, that they were to 
come to America at once, but his call 
to the army interfered with their plans.

When he returned from -the war he 
again urged her to come with him to the 
‘“Jand of the free,’’ he says, but she re- 
fused.

Then I marry a girl I love and I tell her 
I was married once, but have been di- 
yorced from my wife."

Former President in Rollicking 
Mood and Exuberant Health, 
Greets Many Friends. 


TELLS HOW HE DID IT 


Gives His Dietary Prescription to 
Overfed Newspaper Man— 
Gets Lost Hunting Clark. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—Former Pres- 
ident Taft took luncheon with President 
Wilson at the White House today. 

Mr. Taft, who is the house guest of 
W. J. Boardman, called at the executive 
offices at noon. He shook hands with 


the policemen on duty there and with the 
gecret servicé men and then with the 
newspaper men. 

It took him 10 minutes to get from the 
entrarce into the office of Secretary 
Tumulty. 

After shaking hand: with Tumulty and 
telling him that the place looked natural, 
the former President hunted up Ru- 
dolph Forster, assistant secretary, who 
has been at the White House 17 years. 

‘Fiello, Rudolph,” called Mr. Taft, as 
he saw Forster in the adjoining room. 
“You look like the same old Forster, 
only smiling “hen you have a foot of 
work on your desk.” 

Mr. Taft then shook hands and passed 
the time of day with all the other at- 
taches of the White House. As yet there 
are no new faces among them. 

The smile which made Mr. Taft fa- 
mous as a presidential candidate, and 
which stood him in such good stead 
when he was President, vas much in 
evidence. He was wearing it as he mo- 
tored up to the executive offices and it 
never left his face all the time he was 
there, more than half an hour. 

Looking 50 pounds lighter in weight (he 
gaid he had lost 30 pounds) and possess- 
ing a color of robust health, Mr. Taft’ 
looked better to the older newspaper 
men at the White House than he did at 

. ny time in the last seven or eight years. 

His eyes were bright and his step was 
livelier. He walked like a man who has 
lived in the open for weeks and has had 
no cares. 

“Well, Mr. President, you"’—our cor- 
respondent began. 

Mr. Taft held up his hand and said: 

“Not Mr. President, if you please, but 
Mr. Taft. I am now enjoying real life,”’ 
and he gave one of his hearty laughs. 

“Well, Mr. Taft, you look better than 
I ever saw you,” said Bill Price, who 
has been doing newspaper w rk around 
the White House for nearly a quarter of 
a century and who, in weight, is almost 
as big as Mr. Taft was in his biggest 
days. 

“How have you put yourself in such 
fine trim?’ asked Price. 


His Dietary Prescription. 


“Bill, I have stopped eating so much 
and am taking more exercise. Then, 
again, I do not worry as much as I 
did. By the way, Bill, you ought to 
take my treatment and get young and 
slender again, Eat a couple of boiled 
eggs and drink a little coffee without 
cream or sugar for breakfast, a small 
piece of beef and e baked apple with- 

-@ut cream or sugar for lunch, and 
for dinner eat mainly vegetables, such 
as string beans and spinach. It’s a 
great diet; forego bread and cereals.” 
After saying he was glai to be back 
for a few hours, Mr. Taft went over 
to the White House, where he lunched 
with President and Mrs. Wilson. This 
afternoon the former President, Jus- 
tice Putney of the Supreme Court, and 
W. J. Boardman played golf at the 
Chevy Chase links. President Wil- 
gon called on Mr. Taft at the Board- 
man home tonight. 

Mr. Taft would not discuss politics 
fn any form. He said everybody at 
the White House seemed happy and 
that the country had not gone to the 
damnation bow-wows after all. 

Before his White House call, Mr. 
Taft motored to the Capitol and got 
lost. Alone he went to House wing, 
looking for Speaker Clark’s room. He 

‘went into the House chamber, but as 
the House was ot in session, only 
rows of empty seats greeted him. 
Leaving the chamber, Mr. Taft tried 
the door of Representative Under- 
wood'’s room and found it locked. 

“I am looking for Speaker Clark,” 
said Mr. Taft. ‘ 

“That's not his office,” suggested 
@ bystander who pointed the way. 

, He and Clark Fraternize. 

Mr. Taft went to the Speaker's door, 
opened it and walked in, calling out 
as he entered: 

“I am looking for a man named 
Champ Clark.” 

Speaker Clark jumped up from be- 
hind his desk and yelled: 

“How are you?” 

' The two men shook hands and con- 
ferred for some time, 

“Iam the happiest man in the 
United States,” said Mr. Taft as he 
left the Speaker's office. Pointing 
to the Speaker, he observed: 

-“T haven't been on thig side in more 
than four years. I used to come up 
and lobby as Secretary of War.”

ALASKAN VOLCANOES 
IN VIOLENT ERUPTION 


Steanger Reports Smoke and 
Flames Pouring From Many 
Craters Along Ccast. 

SEWARD, Alaska, June 7.—All the 
volcanoes along the Alaska peninsula 
and adjacent islands, as far west- 
ward as Unimak Pass, are in erup- 
tion, emiting flames and dense vol- 
umes of smoke.

SUIT TO ANNUL DIVORCE 


Second Mrs. Salveter Has Row 
With Maid; First Wife Takes 
Advantage of It. 


A row between Mrs. Louise Dougher- 
ty Salveter and her negro maid, which 
caused the former to appeal to the po- 
lice and to summon her husband, Louis 
L. Salveter, from Chicago, resulted in 
his being served with a process yester- 
day.to appear as defendant in a suit 
brought by his former wife, Mra 
Blanche E. Hamilton Salveter, to set 
aside a decree of divoree which he ob- 
tained by default last November. 

Immediately afterwards a process 
server succeeded in thrusting a subpena 
into the hand of Robert H. Stockton, 
wealthy president of the Majestic Man- 
ufacturing Co., at his residence, 4528 
Maryland avenue. He was summoned 
as a witness in the case, 

An employe of the firm of Ruane & 
McAuliffe, process servers, went to 
Stockton’s home yesterday afternoon 
and rang the bell repeatedly for 16 min- 
utes, but obtained no response. He left 
the house, intending to return later, 
but halted when he saw threa women, 
who were walking down the street, 
turn into the sidewalk leading to Stock- 
ton’s door. 

Process Server Walits an Hour. 

He overtook them and entered the 
-house close behind them after one of 
them had unlocked the door. The wom- 
en turned on him in some surprise and 
asked his business. He said that he 
wished to see Mr. Stockton on a per- 
sonal matter. 

They politely asked him to take a 
chair in the library and told him they 
would ascertain whether Stockton was 
at home, The process server accepted 
‘the invitation. 

After about an hour 
downstairs. 
nounced.that he was Mr. Stockton. The 
visitor promptly thrust a paper in his 
hand requiring his appearance as a wit- 
ness in the Salveter case.

GRAND JURY 10 G0 
INTO SHORTAGE IN 
PEMISCOT BANK 


Prosecutor Will Act if Cashier 


by the Bank. 


DEFENDS 


WIFE TINDLE 


Declares Others Began Taking 
~ Funds—Enough Property 
Turned Over to Cover Lass. 


CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., June 7.— 
There likely will be a grand jury 
investigation into the alleged looting 
of the Pemiscot County bank, and 
the diversion of funds believed to ag- 
gregate upward of $400,000, as dis- 
closed by a confession of A. C. 
(“Clel”’) Tindle, the former cashier, 
and an examination by the bank. in- 


tspectors under the direction of State 


Bank Commissioner Mitchell. 

J. & Gossom, Prosecuting Attorney, 
said.today that unless complaints 
are filed by officials of the 
bank against Tindle and i others 
who are said to have been implicated 
in the irregularities, he will call a 
special grand jury for the July term 
of court and will call its attention to 
the bank’s troubles and make a thor- 
ough inquiry into the defalcations 
alleged to have been committed. 

“I will take no action at this time,” 
said Gossom, “unless complaints are 
filed by the bank officials. I have 
talked to the officials, and, although 
the probability is.that all the short- 
ages will be paid in full. it may be 
that the officials will decide that it 
ig their duty to make complaints 
against Tindle and several others who 
are said to have misused the bank’s 
fuds. 

“If it becomes necessary to call a 
special grand jury it will meet on 
the third or fourth Monday in July.” 

Mrs. Grace Tindle, wife of A. C. 
Tindle, in a remarkably candid inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch staff corre- 
spondent at her home in Caruthers- 
ville, declared her husband was not 
alone in “borrowing” the funds of the 
bank,..but«that he did not begin it 
and that it was only after he had 
discovered misuse of the funds by 
others, extending back 17 or 18 years, 
that he began, six years ago, to thke 
money from the bank for use in his 
various enterprises. 

$250,000 Property Turned Over. 

Mrs. Tindle says property worth 
$150,000 has been turned over by her 
husband and herself and her mother, 
Mrs, F. D. Roberts, to John H. Cun- 
ningham, president of the bank, act- 
ing as trustee, to secure the repay- 
ment of that amount by her husband. 
She declares also that property worth 
$100,000 belonging to another estate 
also has been “turned cver’” for the 
satisfaction of such claims as the 
bank officials may be able to estab- 
lish against any person or persons 
entitle@d to share in that estate. 

It is known the examination of the 
bank has _ disclosed transactions 
which, the officials think, entitle 
them to demand restitution from a 
number of the most prominent citi- 
zens of the town and county, and it 
is stated that in a number of in- 
Stances the demand has been made 
and the restitution has been forth- 
coming, in sums ranging from $4009 
to $20,000. It will be for the grané 
jury to determine whether these va- 
rious transactions expose any of these 
persons to criminal action. 

After Tindle had been called up at 
the Gayoso Hotel, Memphis, by the 
correspondent, and had refused to 
discuss his relation to the shortage 
at the bank, a statement was sought 
from Mrs. Tindle. 

‘She confirmed a statement previ- 
ously made to the correspondent that 
a scarcity of funds in the bank’s 
vault some time ago had given rise 
to an inquiry. She said this was a 
month ago and the bank was in such 
a depleted condition that it was on 
the verge of failure. She disclosed, 
further, that the bank officials hada 
been aware for that length of time 
of extensive irregularities and had 
endeavored to straighten things out 
without the aid of the State Banking 
Department. 

Says Husbang Told All. 

Her husband, she said, yielding to 
her urgings and his own inclinations, 
made a clean breast to the directors 
of his own culpability and made a 
proposition of restitution, which wag 
accepted, and then he resigned, 

"My husband could have gone away,”’ 
said Mrs. Tindle, “and left the bank 
to its fate, but he stood pat and we 
have turned over town property and 
farm lands to secure the repayment of 
the part of the shortage that is charge- 
able to him. Another is responsible for 
part of it. Property worth $100,000 of 
another estate has been turned over 
to secure repayment of the amount 
with which this other person is charge- 
able. . 

“The irregularities at the bank began 
17 or 18 yearg ago, before my husband 
Was connected with it. He started as 
bookkeeper and was afterward made 
assistant cashier and then cashier. 
During the greater part of the time 
that he was in the bank William A, 
Ward was president. 

“It was not until six or seven years 
ago that my husband discovered that 
irregularities had extended back as far 
as 17 or 18 years. He told me about it. 
He always told me everything. But he 
did not tell anyone else.

RED STRAW HATS 
PARNERED AT FIRE 
BY NECRO WOMEN 


Roseate Millinery, Thrown Out 
* Windows by Firemen, Is Quick- 
ly Appropriated by Spectators. 


Because there was a fife Tate yés- 
terday afternoon in a factory build- 
ing at Leffingwell avenue and Benton 
street, a number of negro womer liv- 
ing in that neighborhood will be able to 
appear today bedecked with new red 
straw hats. 

These hats were thrown out of the 
windows by firemen who were trying to 
make an opening through, which they 
could turn a stream of watep directly on 
the blaze. 

A great crowd of negro women, 
both young and old, who had gath- 
ered in the street to watch the fire, 
made a wild scramble for the hats 
as soon as they hit the street. Some 
of the women wore the hats away, 
and others carried. them off under 
their aprons, 

The fire started on the third floor 
of the three-story brick building, oc- 
cupied by two shoe factories and a 
hat factory. The only persons in the 
factories were a few Officers of the 
various companies, as the 150 men and 
women employed by the three compa- 
nies had quit their work at noon. The 
total damage to the building and con- 
tents was estimated by Fire Chief 
Swingley at $15,000. 

The Southwestern 
Works, which occupied 
floor, was almost wholly ftined. The 
blaze originated in the shaping room 
at the rear of this factéry, accom- 
ing to firemen. Most of the stock 
and machinery was burned. A large 
hole was burned through the roof of 
the building. 

William H. Coltman of 1349 North 
Kine’s highway, proprietor of ‘the 
hat works, was in his factory. He 
escaped down the fire escape, 

The flames had spread down the 
elevator shaft to the first floor, which 
is occupied by the Superior Shoe 
Manufacturing Co., when the. first 
fire companies arrived. Several. hun- 
dred pairs of shoes on this floor were 
burned and mych of the machinery 
was badly damaged. 

Oscar W. Burg, secretary of the 
company, and J. H. Bolton, the su- 
perintendent, attempted to put out 
the blaze with a patent fire extin- 
guisher, but they were driven from 
the building by the flames and smoke. 
Burg said the property of his com- 
pany was valued at $35,000. 

E. B. Filsinger; president of the 
Filsinger Shoe Co., which occupied 
the second floor, estimated his stock 
to be worth $35,000. The firemen 
soon covered this entire floor with 
tarpaulins.

ICASHIER WHO TURNS OVER PROPERTY TO 
COVER SHORTAGE, HIS WIFE AND CLOSED BANK 
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MAN IS KILLED 7

Jacob Maroney Leaps Into. Box 
Before Astonished Fellow 
Workers for Descent. 


Jacob Maroney, 41 years old, was 
killed in a peculiar accident at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon in a quarry owned 
by John Steffens at Gardenville, St. 


Louis County. 
Across the top of the quarry stretches 
a cable on which runs a wooden rock 


hoist, four feet wide and five feet deep. 
Near the center of the pit the cable 
turns at a right angle and bears the 
cage to the bottom, 50 feet below. 

Because of an accident in the quarry 
several years ago, employes were for- 
bidden to ride in the hoist, which was 
used only for carrying rock to the 
surface. Instead, they were instructed 
to climb down into the pit on a path 
cut in the rock. 

No one had attempted to ride in the 
cage for two years, until Maroney, 
who had been employed there four 
years, suddenly sprang into the box 
yesterday afternoon. In the sight of 
his astonished fellow workers he rode 
safely across the ‘horizontal stretch 
of the cable. 

They watched him breathlessly as he 
hung over space and as the pulley which 
supported him turned the vertical cor- 
ner with a jerk. As the cage began 
to descend it was notited that the hoist 
was swaying and jerking dangerously. 
Maroney was seen striving ‘desperately 
tc keep his balance. Then there was a 
violent seesaw of the cage, and Maroney 
was spilled out head first. 

He struck on a heap of jagged rocks. 
His neck, both arms and most of his 
ribs, were broken. He died five min- 
utes after a physician arrived. He had 
a wife and three children.

At one time he received $2000 
‘per day from oil well gushers, but’ 
they have failed and now he depends 
principaly upon royalties from coal | 
land leases for income, 

There are poor Senators as 1 welt 
as rich ones: Some of ‘them min- 
imize their comfortable ‘condition in- 
to the poverty class and others con- 
fess to dependence’-on their sena- 
torial salaries. Bits of humor are 
apparent in the recitals of the poor, 
but the rich are frowningly serious. | 

Leading “Poor Senator.” 

Leading the list of “poor Sena- 
tors” is Augustus O. Bacon of Macon, 
Ga., who has been in that body 18 
years, His worldly goods he enum- 
erates as follows: _ 

“I am the owner of a little subur- 
ban farm upon which I reside, Most 
of the articles produced on that farm 
are consumed on the farm.’ What- 
ever little surplus there is, is dis- 
posed of in the*city of Macon. I 
have @ small interest in a sewer pipe 
factory. I am interested in a small 
way in three other companies in’: my 
town, a street railway, & company 
which makes illuminating gas and 
another engaged in the production of 
electric power. There are only a few 
thousand dollars in each of them. I 
wish there were more.” 

Senator Crawford of South’ Dakota 
itemized his personal. wealth quick- 
ly.. “My. material interests are very 
limited, confined. mostly. to a law 
library, some’ town lots, a home in 
Huron and some deeehh up life insur- 
ance.” 
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lawyer. Perhaps for thet reason he 
can support two farms, one in Minne- 
sota and another in Maryland, near 
Washington. 

Knute Nelson’s Story. 

Quaint old Knute Nelson told the story 
of his worldly wealth with naive frank- 
“I live on a farm adjoining the 
county seat,-a small town of 3000 peo- 
ple,” he said. “I. have a farm of 400 
acres there, which has been my home 
I have a tenant. I 
furnish my farm, pay the taxes and 
furnish the teams and machinery and 
we divide the profits. My profits have 
run all the way from $400 to $600 per 
year; that is, after paying the taxes. 
Then I have another farm 40 miles west, 
a prairie farm that my.son, who died, 
used to own, consisting of 280 acres. I 
have on it a nephew of my wife, who is 
poor and who has a large family of 
children, and he has had the use of that 
farm for the last three years by paying 
the taxes. 

“Then I have another piece of land 
about 4 miles east of where I live, in 
Todd County. It is about a half sec- 
tion, 320. acres, with only 40 acres under 
cultivation. A man lives on the farm. 
He pays me a cash rent of $200, and the 
taxes are $150. I used to be a lawyer, 
practiced law in seven or eight coun- 
ties. In 1892 I was elected Governor and 
have been in the Senate since 1895. Since 
I became Governor I have not practiced 
law except what I call a little deadhead 
work.. Qid friends and. . acquaintancés 
would .come into the office for legal aa- 
vice about willg and testaments and I 
would always give them the best I knew, 
but never charged anything. Sometimes 
some of those old farmefs came and 
consulted me about whether their daugh- 
ters ought to marry such and such a 
young fellow, whether it would be a good 
match. Of course, these are questions 
I can answer without turning to Black- 
stone.’’

LUMBER TRUST 


Fourteen Secretaries Relieved 
of Charg’es, but Civil Suits 
Will Stand. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—Criminal indict- 
ments against 14 secretaries and for- 
mer secretaries of lumber associa- 
tions throughout the country have 
been dismissed at the instance of the 
Department of Justice, it was learned 
today. Five civil suits filed by the 
Government for the dissolution of the 
alleged “lumber trust” are pending. 


The indictments were returned in 
Chicago in 1911 and charged the de- 
fendants, representing 14 associa- 
tions, with conspiracy to restrain 
trade. An alleged blacklist figured 
largely in the testimony given to the 
grand jury. Later four suits were 
filed. 

The Government already has won 
its case in the lower courts against 
the Eastern States Retail Lumber 
Dealers’ Association. The other 
suits are against the Northwestern 
Retail Lumber Dealers’ Association 
at St. Paul, Minn., the Eldorado and 
Wyoming Lumber Dealers’ Associa- 
tion at Denver'and the Michigan Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers’ Association at 
Detroit.

Charcoal serves as a tonic and is very 
material in keeping the chicks In good 
condition. Lettuce, ground cabbage ana 
very young sprouted oats make excel- 
lent green food and: should ‘be fed in 
small quanttties three times a day with 
the feeds mentioned. A feeding should 
te as much as the chicks will eat in five 
minutes. The commercial feeds should 
be scattered in the litter so the chicks 
must scratch to get it. This will give 
them exercise and, materially aii Ge- 
velopment. 

After the chicks are 10 days old they 
will €o well on any commercial feeds if 
fed regularly and Hberally. Give them 
as much green feed as they will eat 
and keep before them, tn hoppers, a mix- 
ture of ground alfalfa, rolled oats and 
wheat bran and do not forget to supply 
water in abundance at all times. If at 
the end of 10 days of this treatment 
there are any weaklings in the brood, 
they should be disposed of as they are 
not worth bothering with. 

Range Ia Beneficial. 

The chicks should be moved to larger 
quarters as soon as they can do with- 
out artificial heat. Put them on the 
growing range as soon as possible. An 
orchard is an ideal place to grow chicks. 
It affords the necessary shade and the 
brood coops, placed under the trees, 
are protected from rain and wind. The 
grass should be kept, mowed so that 
the chicks can be hurriedly returned to 
their coops in case of a storm. Chicks 
often lose themselves in high grasses 
and weeds. 

As soon as it is possible to distin- 
guish the sexes, the cockerels should 
be separated. The advantage is that 
cockerels grown apart from females 
are not so pugnacious and are more 
easily handled when developed. 

While the young stock is exercised 
on the range care should be taken in 
letting them out of their coops in the 
morning until they are fully feathered, 
as cold, wet feet will diminish the 
flock with great rapidity. After they 
are feathered, the early morning dew 
has a tendency to brighten the shanks 
of the yellow-legged varieties. The 
earlier a feathered chick can begin the 
day on the growing range the quicker 
it will develop-to maturity. '

The first eggs 
should be tested for fertility. When 
this test is satisfactory the product of 
the pen is ready for incubation. Often

What Makes Strong Chicks. 
The production of vigorous chicks de- 
pends upon vigor inherited from the par 
ent stock, Cleanliness, proper tempera- 
ture in the brooder, freedom from lics 
and mites, plenty of exercise, food 0!

PLANNED BY GREAT 
NEW YORK CONCERN 


Ritz-Carleton Firm Is Said to 
Be Back of Project for 
Magnificent Building to Be 
Erected at Corner of Olive 
and Twelfth. 


DEAL DEPENDS UPON 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


Closing of Alley Is Necessary 
to Carry Out Plans—W. 
K. Bixby Is Principal Stock- 
holder in Companies En- 
gineering the Scheme. 


The leading project this week looks to 
the erection of a great hotel structure 
at the northeast corner of Olive and 
Twelfth streets and its occupancy by 
the Ritz-Carleton Hotel Co. af New 
York. , 

The project is being engineered by 
Harry W. Blodgett, formerly United 
States District Attorney, in St. Louis, 
and by C. C. Nichols, son of C. 


C. Nichols of the Nichols-Ritter com- 
jpany, in New .York. Nichols, who 
has been gravitating between St. 
Louis and New York for a month or 
more in this connection, was in the city 
yesterday in conference with Blodgett. 

The project, according to Nichols, may 
be completed this week, when the con- 
tracts for the hotel building will be 
let, but as yet it is not a certainty. 

What Plans Hinge Upon. 

The success or failure of, the project 
is contingent, it is said, upon the ctti- 
tude of the House of Delegates to tne 
plan to vacate the north-south alley, 100 
feet east of Twelfth street, and extend- 
ing from Olive street to Locust street. 
It is proposed to pay the city a rental 
of $3000 per annum for the use of the 
alley. 

The idea of taking in the ground on 
the east and absorbing the alley was 
conceived by Elmore Cave, it is under- 
stood. 

The hotel plan embraces 100x126 fcet 
on the corner, 135x109, and east of ‘ae 
alley, or a total of 126 feet on ‘I'weiftn 
street by 255 feet on Olive street. The 
land east of Twelfth street embraces 55 
feet of the Cortland Realty Co., 56 feet 
of the Essex Realty Co. and 25 feet of 
the New Haven Investment C'o. The 
stock in all these companies, it is said, 
is controlled by W. K. Bixby. 

The hotel, it is understood, will be 
financed by White & Sons, of which 
Harry W. Blodgett, formerly United 
States District Attorney, is the St. Louis 
financial representative, and which has 
closed contracts for a 99-year lease of 
the site. 

Cost Estimated at $1,300,000. 
The cost of the tmprovement, exclus- 
ive of the site, is estimated at $1,800,000. 
The site is valued at upward of $1,000,- 
000, The corner plot is owned by W. A. 
Culver, who has been holding it at $750,- 
000. The inside property is valued at 
about $8500 a front foot. The hotel] com- 
pany, it is understood, will occupy the 
building under a 25-year lease. 

Bixby, it is believed, will be interested 
in the building, to the extent of the val- 
uation of the ground, but Culver, it is 
understood, is averse to participating in 
the investment. The plan, it is said, is 
to provide for a superb building of 10 
stories, which will be the apotheosis of 
luxury and elegance. The improvement, 
it is predicted, will send the values of 
adjacent land skyward, and will have a 
tonic effect on both Olive and Twelfth 
streets. 

This is the second hotel projected for 
this corner this year, the former being 
planned by James McTague, cafe own- 
er, whose lease of the basement of the 
Century Building at Ninth and Olive 
streets will soon expire. 

Seven-Sitory Hotel Planned. 

Negotiations are practically complet- 
ed for the erection of a seven-story ho- 
tel on the northeast corner of Eleventh 
and Pine streets, but the details will 
not be made public until the papers 
have been signed. The parties to this 
Ceal are Simon Van Raalte and Otto L. 
Mersman and the  Holbrook-Black- 
welder Real Estate Trust Co. 

Activity in the St. Louis realty mar. 
ket the first week in June was not 
wide spread, but there were transac- 
tions of a significant character. 

W. K. Bixby’s $125,000 purchase of the 
fee to the Oriel Building, an eight-story 
modern office structure at southeast 
corntr of Sixth and Locust streeta, it is 
believed will lend a wholesome influ- 
ence in downtown St. Louis. For many 
years his purchases in this section, 
through the Holbrook-Blackwelder 
company, 6f which his son, Sidney T. 
Bixby, is vice-president, illuminated the 
St. Louis realty market. His presence 
again in this field after an abgence of 
two or three years, accordingly, it is be- 
lieved, will divert the attention of capi- 
talists in this direction.

WELVE hitherto unpub- 
lished letters written by 
Mrs. Mary Todd Lincoln, 
known as “Mrs. Lincoln's 
Bitter Letters,” which 
were -old at auction in 
New York two weeks ago 
and extracts from which, 
some in facsimile, are 
reproduced on this page, 
reveal the almost hys- 
terical discontent of the 

- martyred President's wid- 

re ow at the prosperous for- 

tunes of the Grant family. 

“IT am often without a meal!” cried in one letter 
the woman who, a few years before, was “first 
lady of the land.” “Do you obscrve the different 
fortunes of Gen. Rawlins’ family?” she exclaimed 
in ahother missive, and added, with bitter 
frony: “Truly, Gen. Grant is a miraculous man!” 
The letters disclose how, in the five years fol- 
lowing Lincoln's assassination, when even then 
the legend was taking form which has raised 
Lincoln to aimost.a fabulous figure, his widow 
was tormented by poverty, and not less by the 
affluence to which the families of many of her 
husband's associates during the Civil War had at- 
tained. 

They show, what will probably surprise this 
generation, that the wife of the idolized Lincoln 
Was permitted for nearly six years to languish 
ta what she considered destitution, despite her 
Tamentations to Congress, which refused to grant 
her a pension. The fact was that the policy of 
the Government, revolutionized since the war, 
An appropria- 
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Harrison, and this was cited as a precedent. 

In the latter, part of 1870 Mrs. Lincoln's com- 
plaints resulted in a grant of $3000 a year to her 
by Congress, which was voluntarily increased in 
1882 and was paid until her death.

“Mr, Lincoln had promised not to use any of the 
next four years’ salary, but would reserve it for 
ahome. * * * £\Left as we are the thought

A second letter to Mrs. Orne on her hopes of 
receiving a pension was written by Mrs. Grant 
Sept. 28, 1869, from Franxfort-am-Main, in Ger- 
many, where she had sought retirement. The 
writer let fly another sarcasm at Gen. Grant, the 
missive being, in part, as follows: 

“Tt cannot tell how fondly in my solitude my 
mind would cling to the idea (of a pension). If 
Mr. Orne or your brotaer in Philadelphia are not 
disposed to consider my chances for a pension 
promising do not withhold from me their opinion. 

* « ® JY must school myself for any fate. 

“Do you observe the different fate of Gen. Raw- 
line family. Truly Gen. Grant fs a miraculous 
man. Of my hopes or expectations please say not 
a word to Washburne. If he wills it G. will not 
use his influence for me. Write me plainly the 
simple facts and the judgment of Mr. Orne and 
Mr. (Charles) Oneill in the case,” etc. 

In May, 1870, Mrs. Lincoln read in an English 
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newspaper that a special committee of the Sen- 
ate had adjudged against her claim to a pension, 
and the widow’s grief and despair were poured 
out in a letter written to Mrs. Orne, the bro*en 
and hysterical sentences of which are evidence 
of the writer’s agitation. The “my dear son” of 
a previous letter is here named’as “Taddie.” 
He was Robert Todd Lincoln, later Ambassador 
tu France and president of the Pullman company. 
The letter was written May 22 at Marienbad. 


“How strangely surprising,” cried Mrs. Lin- 
coln, “are the events that are hourly occurring 
in our lives! I went into F.—only 20 minutes by 
rail—to get Taddie some: szhool books—see my 
physician about a new medicine he had given 
me & ‘see the papers. * * *® I went into 
the Eng. reading room and there met my ter- 
rible fate * * * #£=xneed I say more? 

“An English paper said the Senate Comm. had 
decided agaist me on the ground that I had prop- 
erty to the amount of $60,000. A fearful & wicked 
invention of the enemy which infamous falsehood 
will consign me to a most painful state of exist- 
ence all my days—Will our country with its many 
noble hearted men allow this. Neither you nor 
I will believe it— ' 

“I became very sick—I was assisted into a cab 
—and went to the house of a good friend— My 
physician was sent for & after seeing Me he de- 
clared another attack of sickness such as I had

Mrs. Lincoln aroused herself from this ex- 
treme despair and six days later wrote from Ma- 
rienbad te Congressman Orne requesting his as- 
sistance in obtaining an appropriation from the 
Government. She reminded him that after Lin- 
coln’s death she paid all of his debts out of her 
own money, “so that it should be said that Presi- 
dént Lincoln was not in debt.”

Politics Today Both Better 
and Worse Than 30 Years Ago. 


He had been dying while I was making | 


my speech, and he never knew that at last 
there was to be a tardy recognition. of 
what he had done, a tardy justification for 
the sacrifices he had made. The man had 
fought, at heavy cost to himself and with 
entire disinterestedness, for popular rights: 
but no recognition for what he had done 


had come to him from the people, whose ~~ 


interest he had so manfully upheld. 

Where the:e is no chance of statistical 
or mathematical measurement, it is very 
hard to tell just the degree to which con- 
ditions change from one period to another. 
This is peculiarly hard to do when we deal 
with such a matter as corruption. Person- 
ally 1 am inclined to think that in publie 
life we are on the whole a little better and 
not a little worse than we were 30 years 
ago, when | was serving in the New York 
Legislatuie. I! think the conditions are a 
little better in National in state and in 
municipal politics. Doubtless there are 
points in which they are worse, and there 
is an enormous amount that needs reforma- 
tion. But it does seem to me as if, on the 
whole, things had slightly improved. 

When I went into politics, New York 
City was under the control of Tammany, 
which was from time to time opposed by 
some other—and evanescent—city Demo- 
-ratie organization. The up-country Demo- 
crats had not-yet fallen under Tammany 
sway, and were on the point of developing 
a big country political boss in the shape of 
David B. Hill. 

The Republican party was split into the 
Stalwart and Half-Breed factions. Accord- 
ingly neither party had one dominant boss, 
or one dominant machine, each being con- 
trolled by jarring and warring bosses and 
machines. “The corruption was not what it 
had been in the days ‘of Tweed, when out- 
side individuals controlled the legislators 
like puppets. Nor was there any such cen- 
tralization of the boss system as occurred 
later. Many of the members were under 
the control of local bosses or local ma- 
chines. But the corrupt work was usually 
done through the members directly. 


Blackmailing Corporations by 

“Strike” Bills in Legislature. 

Of course I never had anything in the 
nature of legal proof of corruption, and 
the figures I am about to give are merely 
approximate. But three vears’ experience 
convinced me, in the first place, that there 
were a great many thoroughly corrupt men 
in the Legislature, perhaps a third of the 
whole number: and, in the next place, that 
the honest men outnumbered the corrupt 
men, and that, if it were ever possible to 
get an issue of right and wrong put vividly 
and unmistakably before them in a way 
that would arrest their attention and that 
would arrest the attention cf their constit- 
uents, we would count on the triumph of 
the right 

The trouble was that in most cases the 
issue was confused. To read some kinds of 
literature one would come“to the conciu- 
sion that the ou!+ corruption in legislative 
circles wag in the form of bribery by cor- 
porations, and tha‘ the line was sharp be- 
tween the aonest man who was always vot- 
ing against corporutions and the dishonest 
man who was alwevs bribed to vote for 
them. 

My experience wes the direct contrary 
of this. Fox every o'.@ bill introduced (not

passed) corruptly to favor a corporation, 
there were at least ten introduced (not 
passed, and in this case not intended to be 
passed) to blackmail corporations. The 
majority of the corrupt members would be 
found voting for the blackmailing bills if 
they were not paid, and would also be 
found voting for the interests of the cor- 
poration if they were paid. 


“Black Horse Cavalry” Charges 


Upon Treasuries of Big Concerns. 
The blackmailing, or, as they were al- 


ways called, the ‘‘strike’’ bills, could them- 
selves be roughly divided into two cate- 
gories: bills which it would have been 
proper to pass, and those it would not 
have been proper to pass. Some of the 
bills aimed at corporations were utterly 
wild and improper; and of these a propor- 
tion might be introduced by honest and 
foolish zealots, whereas most of them were 
introduced by men who had not the 
slightest intention of passing them, but 
who wished to be paid not to pass them. 

The most profitable type of bill to the 
accomplished blackmailer, however, was a 
bill aimed at a real corporate abuse winel 
the corporation, either from wiekedness 
or folly, was unwilling to reme!y. Of 
corporations there were also some that 
the measures introduced in the interest 
of corporations there were also some that 
were. proper and some that were improper. 
The corrupt legislators, the ‘‘black horse 
eavalry,’’ as they were termed, would de- 
mand payment to vote as the corporations 
wished, no matter whether the bill was 
proper or improper. Sometimes, if the 
bill was a proper one, the corporation 
would have the virtue or the strength of 
mind to refuse to pay for its passage, and 
sometimes it would not. 

A very sixht d¢onsideration of the above 
state of afisirs will show how difficult it 
was at times to keep the issue clear, for 
honest and dishonesi men were contin- 
ually fonnd side by side voting now against 
and now fer a corporatic: measure, the 
one set from proper and the “ther from 
grossly improper motives. Of cuu"se part 
of the fault !uy in the attitude of the out- 
siders. 

It was very early borne in upon me 
that almost equal harm was done by indiv 
criminate attack on corporations. It was 
hard to say whether the man who prided 
himself upon always antagonizing the cor- 


porations, or the man whi, on the flea 
that he was a good conservative, always 
stood up for them, was the more misclhiic- 
vous agent of corruption and demoraliza- 
tion. 

In one fight in the House over a bill as 
to whieh there was a bitter contest between 
two New York City street railway organi- 
zations, I saw lobbyists come down on the 
floor itself and draw venal men out into 
the lobbies with almost no pretense of con- 
cealing what they were doing. In another 
case in which the elevated railway corpo- 
rations of New York City, against the pro- 
test of the Mayor and the other local au- 
thorities, rushed through a bill remitting 
over half their taxes, some of the mem- 
bers who voted for the measure probably 
thought it was right; but every corrupt 
man in the House voted with them; and 
the man must indeed have been stupid who 
thought that these votes were given dis- 
interestedly. 

Mike Costello Finds “Gazipe” 

in Elevated Taxes Bill. 

The effective fight against this bill for 
the revision of the elevated railway taxes 
—perhaps the most openly crooked meas- 
ure which during my time was pushed at 
Albany—was waged by Mike Costello and 
myself. We used to spend a good deal of 
time in industrivus research into the vari- 
ous bills introduced, so as to find out 
what their authors really had in mind; 
this research, by the way, being highly 
unappreciated and much resented by the 
atithors. 

In the course of his researches Mike 
had been puzzled by an unimportant bill, 
seemingly related to a _ constitutional 
amendment, introduced by a loeal saloon- 
keeper, whose interests, as far as’ we 
knew, were wholly remote from the Con- 
stitution, or from any form of abstruct 
legal betterment. However, the measure 
seemed harmless; we did not interfere; 
and it passed the House. Mike, however. 
followed its career in the Senate, and at 
the iast moment, almost by accident, dis- 


‘covered that it had been ‘‘amended’’ by 


the simple process of striking out every- 
thing after the enacting clause and unoh 
trusively substituiing the proposal to re 
nit the elevated ruiiway taxes. The au- 
thors of the change wished to avoid. up- 
seemly pub™cliw; their hope was to slip 
the measure threysh the Jegislatu.c and 
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have it instantly signed by the Governor, 
before any public attention was excited. 

In the Senate their plan worked to per- 
fection. There was in the Senate no 
fighting leadership of the forces of de- 
cency ; and for such leadership of the non- 


fighting type the representatives of cor- 


ruption cared absolutely nothing. By 
bold and adroit management the substi- 
tution in the Senate was effected without 
opposition or comment. The bill in reality, 
of course, an absolutely new and undebated 
bill, then came back to the House nominally 
as a merely amended measure, which undér 
the rules, was not open to debate unless 
the amendment was first by vote rejected. 

This was the great bill of the session for 
the lobby; and the lobby was keenly alive 
to the need of quivk, wise action. No pub- 
lie attention whatever had so far been ex- 
cited, Every measure was taken to secure 
immediate and silent action. A powerful 
leader, whom the beneficiaries of the bill 
trusted, a fearless and unscrupulous man, 
of much foree and great knowledge of 
parliamentary law, was put in the chair. 
Costello and I were watched; and when 
for a moment we were out of the House, 
the bill was brought over. from the Sen- 
ate, and ‘the clerk began to read it, all the 
black horse cavalry, in expectant mood, 
beiig in their seats. 


Roosevelt and Costello Start 
Filibuster, Save Public $800,000. 
But Mike Costello, who was in the clerk’s 

room, happened to catch a few words of 
what was being read. In he rushed, dis- 
patched a messenger for me, and began a 
single-handed filibuster. The Speaker pro 
tem called him to order. : Mike continued 
to speak and protest; the Speaker ham- 
méred him down; Mike continued his pro- 
tests; the sergeant-at-arms was sent to ar- 
rest and remove him; and then I| bounced 
in, and continued the protest, and refused 
to sit down or be silent. 

Amid wild confusion the améndment was 
aeclared adopted, and the bill was ordered 
euvrossed and sent to the Governor. But 
we had carried our point. 

The next morning the whole press rang 
with what had happened; every detail of 
the bill,,and every detail of the way it 
had been slipped through the Legislature, 
was made public. All the slow and cau- 
tious men in the House, who had heen 
afraid of taking sides, now came forward 
in support of us. Another debate was held 
on the proposal to rescind the vote; the 
city authorities waked up to protest; the 
Governor refused to sign the bill. 

Two or three years later, after much lit- 
igation, the taxes were paid; in the news- 
papers it was stated that the amount was 
about $800,000. It was Mike Costello to 
whom primarily was due the fact that this 
sum was saved the public, and that the 
forees of corruption received a stinging re- 
buff.. He did not expect recognition or re- 
ward for -his services; and he got none. 
The public, if it knew of what he had done, 
promptly forgot it. The machine did not 
forget it, and turned him down at the next 
election. 


“Gang” Overshoots Mark in 
5-Cent Carfare Agitation. 


One of the stand-by ‘‘strikes’’ was a bill 
for reducing the elevated railway fare, 
which at that time was ten cents, to five 
cents. In one Legislature the men respon- 
sible for the introduction of the bill suf. 
fered such yan extraordinary change of 
heart that when the bill came up—being 
pushed by zealou&radicals who really were 
honest—the introducers actually voted 
against it! A number of us who had been 
very doubtful about the principle of the 
bill voted for it simply because we were 
convinced that money was being used to 
siup it, and we hated to seem to side with 
the corruptivnists,

Defense of Ctsdchandl s Veto 
as Governor of New York. 


I believe the veto was proper, and those P 
who felt as I did supported the veto; for 
although it was entirely right that the fare 
should be reduced to five cents, which was f 
soon afterwards done, the method was un- 
wise, and would have set a mischievous 
precedent. 

An instance of an opposite kind oc- 
curred in connection with a great railway 
corporation which wished to increase its 
terminal facilities in one of our great 
cities. The representatives of the railway 
brought the bill to me and asked me to 
look into it, saying that they were well 
aware that it was the kind of bill that lent 
itself to blackmail, and that they wished 
to get it through on its merits, and invited 
the most careful examination. 

I looked carefully into it, found that the 
municipal authorities and the property 
owners whose property was to be taken 


favored it, and also found that it was an§ 


absolute necessity from the standpoint of 
the city no less than from the standpoint 
of the railway. So I said I.would take 
charge of it if I had guarantees that no 


money should be used and nothing im-— ~ 


proper done in order to push it. This was a. 
agreed to. I was then acting as chairman | — 
of the committee before which the bill 


went. 

First “Big Stick,” a Chair Leg, : 
Quells Riot of Crooked Politicians. 
A very brief expemence proved what I 

had already been practically sure of, that 
there was a secret combination of the ma- 
jority of the committee on a crooked basis. 
On one pretext or another the crooked 
members of the committee held the bill up, 
refusing to report it either favorably or 
unfavorably.’ There were one or two mem- 
bers of the committee who were pretty 
rough characters, and when I decided fo 
force matters I was not sure that we would 
not have trouble. There was a broken 
chair in the room, and I got a leg of it} 
loose and put it down beside me where it 
was not visible, but where I might get 
at it in a hurry if necessary. I moved that 
the bill be reported favorably. This was 
voted down without debate by the **com- 
bine,’ some of whom kept a wooden 
stolidity of look, while others leered at 
me with sneering insolence. 

I then moved that it be reported un- 
favorably, and again the motion was 
voted down by the same majority and in 
the same fashion. I then put the bil] in 
my pocket and announced that I would 
report it anyhow. This almost precipitated 
a riot, especially when I explained, in 
answer to statements that my conduct 
would be exposed on the floor of the Legis- 
lature, that in that case I should give the 
Legislature the reasons why I suspected> 
that the men holding up all reports of thej 
bill were holding it up for purposes off — 
blackmail.

Disciples in Roman Amphitheater. and Seeming to 
Rend Their Bodies, in New Dramatization of 


Famous Novel “Quo Vadis P” 


HE cry of “The Christians 
to the lions!” which once 
thundered through the 
Roman amphitheaters, 
sums up a tragedy so re- 
mote and alien that it 
can be grasped today 
only by an effort of the 
imagination. At preseut, 
when nearly all civilized 
nations bow as to a deity 
before the Carpenter of 
Galilee, when spires ded- 
icated to the worship of 

Jesus rise in every part of the earth, it is not oft- 
en remembered through what sanguinary sacri- 
fices the obscure sect derived from lowly Judaea 
ascended the throne of the world and conquered 


with spiritual weapons a dominion mightier than 


that of imperial Rome with her 30 legions. 
Moving pictures, a Yankee invention, have been 
invoked to bring home to Christendom the lesson 
which not even the genius of a Gibbon vividly 
succeeded in teaching—the lesson that the faith 
which now reigns as a matter of course through- 
out the globe was at one time so weak and des- 
pised that its devotees could be flung. with im- 
punity to tne wild beasts of the arena. “Quo 
Vadis?” the most celebrated of modern attempts 


to illumine the dark beginnings of history’s most 
astounding revolution, has been produced as a 
pbotoplay drama by tte Societa Italiana Cines of 
kome. 

With a pen of flame Henryk Sien’iewicz, the 
Polish novelist, depicted the contrast between 
the corruption of Roman marners and the pure 
morals of the Christians, between the savage in- 
sanity of Nero and the mild tenderness of Peter, 
between the irresistible spread of the young re- 
ligion and the doom of its converts, torn by wild 
beasts and burned as torcnes to vindicate the last 
Emperor of the blood of Julius Caesar from the 
charge of having fired his own capital. 

But words, especially when written, have 
the ‘inherent defect of being incomparably 
less impressive than action. “Quo Vadis?” 
Las been dramatized, but such _ spectacles 
ae the destruction of Rome and the de- 
livery of Christian captives to the lions proved 
impracticable upon the stage It remained for 
Edison’s kinetoscope to present as if in actual 
view thé atrocities of the Coliseum, the awe-in- 
spiring fortitude of tre martyrs and the,leaping 
o* famished beasts toward their p-ey, in the first 
shock of collision between the ardent new faith 
emerging from the catacombs, quarries and slums 
ot Rome and the brilii: nt, but decadent, civili- 
zation which ruled the world through Latin mili- 


tury prowess and Greek science. 

“Quo Vadis?” has been adapted to motion pic- 
tures with all the wealth of painstaking detail 
which characterizes tue art or contineatal film 
manufacturers. It has been presented in Chicago, 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore, and will 
be seen in St. Louis, it is announced, within a few 
wee's. The American and Canadian rights of the 
production are owned by George Kleine of Chi- 


* Cago. 


The chief characters of the motograph pageant 
were assigned to Italian actors of note. A com- 
pany of about 3000 ‘*alian and French “supers” 
was drilled to take the parts of martyrs and Ro- 
man citizens. The production was staged at 
Rome itself, as if history were indulging in a 
grim jest. On the very ground where the first 
martyrs were delivered over to lions by command 
‘of a Roman Emperor, his crime was made the 
subject of a drama glorifying the faith which he 
contemptuously persecuted. 

A spacious amphitheater, modeled upon the 
ancient Coliseum, was erected in Rome, and its 
board walls were cunningly painted to represent 
granite. Numerous buildings were constructed to 
be actually burned in the fire scene. By special 
permission of the Italian Government many of 
the scenes were enacted in the streets of Rome. 
Every detail of costume was as nearly accurate 


he Apostie Peter blesses the faithful. 
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historically as possible. 
The rehearsals occupied several months prior to 


the final performance before the camera lens. The 
reels of film, eight in number, are 8000 feet, or 
about one and three-fifths miles, in length, and 
contain 128,000 separate photographs. To unwind 
them from beginning to end requires about two 
and one-half hours. The tota!’ cost of the pro- 
duction, according to its promoters, was $25,000. 

The chief scene of the bioscope drama, that in 
which Rome for the first time came face to face 
with the humble enthusiasts who were to subvert 
her empire, and that also in which the bioscope 
proves its superiority for certain purposes over ali 
other mediums of expression, is the one in which

Fielding-like novel, fragments ¢° which have come 
down to us. He is seen in his private baths, 
where several slaves are grooming him. It is a 
gorgeous picture of the luxury and magnificence 
of a Roman .patrician. 

His nephew, Vinitius, son and grandson of 
toman Consuls, arrives ‘rom the wars in Arme- 
nia and t:lls of his Jove for Lygia, dauchter of 
a Lygian King, held -n Rome as a hostage. Pe- 
tronius promises his aid, and on e next day 
Lygia, by -order of Nero, is removed from the 
home of her‘foster-father and taken to the Cae- 
sar’s palace.

The titanic freedman 
cracks the gladiator’s ribs in his bruin-like 
brace, and would have killed Vinitius but 
Lygia’s intervention.

It is staged with @ 
realism impossible to 
any other . form of art. 
and more than any 
other scene brings home 
with a shock to the 
modern spectator the 
hideous sufferings 
which gave rise to a 
maxim which is now 
almost a platitude— 
“the blood of the mar- 
tyrs is the seed of the 
church.” 

One sees the 
amphitheater as it ap 
peared on a Roman 
holiday. In a spacious 
semi-circle rise tiers of 
men and women, in COos- 
tumes ranging from the 
dark gowns and hoods 
of slaves to the white 
tozgas of i patricians. 
Rome, the melting pot 
of the old world, seems 
to present again its 
polyglot populace from 
every corner of the 
world—the blond giant 


great 


of Germany and the 
black-skinned Nubian 
from the African des- 
ert; the wily Greek 
from Asia Minor end 
the Slavic barbarian 
from the Caucasus. 

The Caesar, In his 
robe of a purple hue 
which none but he may 
assume, is the brilliant 
focus of the _ throng. 
Upon him his own 
crimes, and perhaps 
theological animosity 
also, have conferred the 
most monstrovs name 
in history. Beside him 
is the Empress, and 
about him cluster the 
Augustians, his cour- 
tiers and sycophants, to 
maintain whom in 
splendor distant cities 
are plundered and re- 
mote peoples sold into 
slavery. 

A gong sounds, great 
portals fty asunder, and 
there pours forth a 
tragic multitude of 
Christians, men_ and 
women and children 
The spectators greet 
them with all the bruta] 
cruelty which makes the 
ancient ‘ioman an enigma to modern humanity, 
and with all the hatred due to that remar‘able 
misunderstanding which caused even so sober a 
historian as Tacitus to brand the Christians as 
“enemies of the human race.” 


At the sound of another gong, 25 lions, alive, 
liihe and cruel, bound from an opposite portal 
and spring toward their victims. There is no 
Larrier to halt their attack, and the “martyrs” 
stand unprotected and steadfast. The lions leap 
nearer and nearer. The Christians fall upon their - 
knees, lift their arms to heaven and upraise a 
hymn. 


The scene shifts just as the lions are within 
reach of their prey. A moment later, and the 
beasts seem to be seen in the midst of their horrid 
feast. What appear to be mangled limbs and 
heads are strewn about the arena. One lion rends 
the semblance of a human body, another crunches 
a bone, another worries a carcass. The scene is 
said to be appalling in its realism. It bridges 
with overpowering vividness the gulf between 
ancient and modern. Christianity is here seen 
in the weakness and agony of its infancy. 

This impressive spectacle, of course, is due to 
an artifice of the motion picture camera. The 
actors representing the martyrs and the lions, 
borrowed from a zoologica! gzrden and controlled 
by expert trainers, are photographed separately 
in.the arena, and one film is then superimposed 
upon the other. The “bodies” which the brutes 
tear are artfully constructed dummies, smeared 
with ox blood to attract the lions and stir up 
their fury. 

The vast panorama of “Quo Vadis?” the novel, 
is condensed in the photoplay into three acts, the 
first and second of three parts each and the last 
of two. The first is entitled “Nero’s Court;” the 
second, “The Burning of Rome,” and the third, 
“The Christian Martyrs.” 

The first scene depicts the interior of the home 
of Petronius, one of Nero’s favorites, an esthete 
and voluptuary who is acclaimed as the arbiter 
of elegance in Rome. Petronius, by the way, is 
a historical character, the author of a brilliant 
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The next scene staged is that of a banquet given 
by Nero in the imperial Triclinium. This affords 
an opportunity for a pageant such as only Rome 
under the Cuesars could display. The feast de- 
generates into a Lacchanalian orgy, during which 
Vinitius, reclining beside Lygia, seizes her in 
his arms and forcibly kisses her. He is flung 
aside by the watchful Ursus, who bears his mis- 
tress away in his arms like a child. 

As the film-novelist continues, Vinitius sends a 
‘etinue of his servants to fetch Lygia from Nero's 
palace to his own home. On the way the rier- 
cules-like Ursus rescues his queen and bears her 
into hiding. A Greek sychophant discovers that 
Lygia and Ursus belong to the abhorred new re- 
lizgion of Chrestos, and have found refuge among 
their fellow sectaries. 

Vinitius is revolted at

“But the lions, though hungry, did not hasten 
te their victims. The ruddy light in the arena

“Some lions, seizing 
victims by tne ribs or 
loins, ran with mad 
springs through the 
arena. as if seeking 
hidden places in which 
to devour them; others 
fought, rose pn their 
hind legs, grappled 
one another like 
wrestlers, and filled 
the amphitheater with 
thunder. 


“People rose from 
their places. Some left 
their seats and went 
lower down through 
the passages to see 
better. It seemed that 
the excited multitude 
would throw itself at 
last into the arena and 
rend the Christians in 
company with the 
lions. At moments an 
unearthly noise was 
Yeard; at moments ap- 
plause, at moments 
roaring, rumbling, and 
clashing of teeth, the 
-howling of Molossian 
dvgs; at times only 
groans. 

“Caesar, holding the 
emerald to his eye, 
looxed now with atten- 
tion. The face of Pe- 
tronius assumed an ex- 
pression of contempt 
and disgust. 

“From the highest 
row in the amphithea- 
ter the Apostle Peter 
looked on the martyrs. 
No one saw him, for 
all eyes were turnee 
to the arena; so he 
rose and blessed with 
the cross those who 
were perishing under 
the teeth of wild 
beasts. 

“Some raised’ their 
eyes to him, and their 
faces grew radiant; they 
smiled when they saw 
high above them the 
sign of the cross. And 

he blessed them, one 
after another, as if they had been his chiidren 
whom he was giving directly into the hands of 
Christ. . + ° 

“Hundreds of slaves rushed into the arena 
armed with spades, shovels, brooms, wheelbar- 
rows and bags of sand. They came, crowd after 
crowd, and over the whale circle there seethed 
up a feverish activity. The space was soon cleared 
of bodies, blodd and mire, dug over, made smooth, 
and sprinkled with a thick layer of sand. 

“That done, Cupids rushed in, scattering leaves 
of roses, lilies and the greatest variety of {iovw- 
ers. The censors were ig:.ted again, and the 
velarium was removed, for the sun had sunk 
now considerably. * * * #=$Meanwhile from 
outside through the vormitoria came the sound 
of creaking: vehicles on which were placed the 
bloody remnants of Christians, men, women and 
children, to be taken to the pits called ‘puticuli.’ 

“But the Apostle Peter seized his trembling 
white head with his hands, and cried in spirit: 

“*O Lord, O Lord! to whom hast Thou given 
rule over the world, and why wilt Thou found 
Thy capital tn this place? ” 

After the banquet of the lions a huge bull dashes 
into the arena with a woman lashed about its 
horns. What is perhaps the best-known scene 
in “Quo Vadis?” as enacted by an athlete en- 
gaged to take the part of Ursus and by a real 
bull The struggle between brute and man, in 
which the latter conquers by sheer strength, is 
realistically staged. 

Then Vinittus, baring nis breast to display the 
wounds he suffered in the wars, leaps into the 
arena, and, with Lygia in his arms, appeals to 
the crowd for mercy. Awed by the giant’s feat 
of muscle, the mob becomes so uproarious in 
the suppliants’ favor that Nero is at last com- 
pelled sullenly to give the sign of me: sy by show- 
ing his upturned thumb. Vinitius and his bride 
retire to the country and live happily and piously 
ever after. 

In the motion picture drama, as well as in the 
novel, perhaps the most outstanding character 
is that of Petromius, the only man in the empire 
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‘‘Ave Caesar! We who are about to die salute thee.’’ 


Films Vividly Contrast Gilded Corruption of Rome 
With Purity of Early Christianity, as Upon Screen 
There Pass Figures of Peter, Paul, Nero, Petronius 

and Three Thousand Other Characters 


who dared tell Nero when his verses were bad. 
Undaunted and deliberate, he goes to his doom, 
and dies with stoic heroism by opening his veins. 

Next comes the awe-inspiring scene which gives 
its title to the book. Peter resolves to leave 
Rome. As he walks down the Appian Way, there 


‘appears to him the phantom of Jesus. 


“Quo vadcis, domine?” (Whither goest thou, 
master?) asks the apostle. He receives answer: 

“Shouldst thou abandon my people, I will go 
to Rome to be crucified again.” 

Pierced to tne soul, Peter returns to Rome and 
undergoes martyrdom, but leaves an effect which 
will enable futuré’ Popes to rule Europe in the 
name of him and his keys. 

The films.end with the death of Nero. The 
legions revolt and Galba is acclaimed Emperor. 
Without courage to kill himself, he is slain by a 
slave, and dies with the words on his lips: ‘What 
an artist perishes here!” 

It may be doubted whether, even in the believ- 


ing and imaginative Middle Ages, when Europe ° 


hung with entire credulity upon the lips of its 
priests, a more impressive story of the infancy 
of Christianity was ever preached than that told 
by the flitting films of an american device. 

The fact that the photoplay is staged in Rome 


itself, the scené of the actual events reproduced 
by modern art and mechanism, greatly enhances 
the vividness of the performance. 

In the films one sees the very soil on which the 
martyrs walked, the very gate through which St. 
Paul is reported to have entered Rome on his 
epoch-ma'ing journey. There appear the ruins 
of the Coliseum itself, in which the blood of the 


early Christians was poured out not only by Nero, 


but by succeeding Emperors. There are the tombs 
in which the bones of Paul and of Peter, the great- 
est of the apostles, are believed to rest. There 
is the real Appian Way, on which Jesus is fabled 
tu have met Peter and turned him back when 
the Apostle lost heart at the spectacle of the suf- 
ferings of his followers. 

The conjunction of Roman scenery with the 
costumes, manners and persons of the first cen- 
tury reproduced by mimic art, which the moving 
pictures of “Quo Vadis” afford, picture perhaps 
the most dramatic moment in world history. 

On the one side was the Roman Empire, tron 
ruler of the world, swaying and oppressing the 
nations by the disciplined valor of her legions 
Hers are the.armies, the fleets, the cities and the 
wealth, from Britain to the Sahara, from the At- 
lantic to the Danube. The Romans proudty be- 


Heved that their emptre would endure forever. | 
On the other hand is a smal] assembly of what 
the Romans believed to be despicable fanatics, 
poor, obscure and humble. One of their leaders 
ic Rome is a fisherman, the other a tent maker. 
They are recruited from the dregs of the empire, 
on whose burdened souls had fallen like the daw2- 
ing of day the promises of the Sermon on the 
Mount. 

That this assembly of slaves and workmen 


‘woukl one day pull the Caesar from his throne, 


seize his scepter and rule the earth by force of 
intellect as he had bent it beneath military 
might, would have seemed a prediction of insan- 
ity to Nero, or even to Marcus Aurelius. 

Yet within 400 years from the persecution de- 
picted in the films of “Quo Vadis?” a Roman 
monarch, in his new capital of Constantinople, 
was to erect Christianity by royal decree into the 
imperial religion, and in a few centuries mors 
a powerful King was to stand bareheaded and 
shoeless for three days in the snow at Canosss 
to do penance before an aged Pope whose sole 
power was dertved from his recognition as the 
successor of that fisherman Peter who had beam 
done to death as a eriminal in the capital of the 
wort.

Islands, a great four-winged flier unlike any other 
flying fish known. It is many times as long as the 
little flying figh of the Atlantic and the Car- 
ibbean, and can fly, when it will, as much as a 
quarter of a mile. This flying fish is greatly rel- 
ished by the tuma. Probably it is because of it 
that the: limited area immediately off the coast 
of Santa Catalina‘is the only known place in the 
seas where the fisherman cay £o~aut almogt any 
time during the summer months and engage in 
that most thrilling of fishing adventures—a battle 
with a leaping tuna. 
Catalina: and its neighboring islands constitute 
a group among which the greatest profusion and 
abundance of*game fishes known is seemingly 
inexhaustible. The sport began there 20 years 
ago. It has increased until fishermen from the 
world: around’ have joined in it in numbers; but 
the fishing remains ‘what it has been. from the 
beginning—the .finest known. 
There one may fish in the certainty of getting 
the fish. The abundance and profusion of them, 
indeed, is such that one scarcely knows what to 
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It may be anything from a sunfish 
weighing more than half a ton down to a: rock 
bass weighing a pound and a half. The -uncer- 
tainty of what it may be, coupled with the cer- 
tainty that one will get something, is the secret 
of Catalina’s popularity, the enthusiasm of the 
throngs which go there to fish, and the develop- 
ment of the place from an uninhabited isle to 
one of the loveliest of populated resorts in the 
world. 

The great fisherman may fish where he will, 
but in the.end he will fish at Catalina. This has 
been true of all the masters of the reel and rod, 
some of whom were schooled in their craft by the 
great a fishes in the Bay of Biscay. The 
Tuna. Clu which has its clubhouse at Catalina, 
is the first fishing club in the world in the per- 
sonnel of its membership, the splendor of its 
trophies and the adventjres written into its log. 

Mr. Charles F. Holder, who discovered the tuna 
fishing at Catalina and founded the club, tells 
one story which is typical of what can happen 
there. He set out from the dock one morning 
with a boatman. and a friend . from Philadelphia. 
Immediately in front of Avalon,~the resort, Mr. 
Holder hooked a tuna. After an hour of leaping 
and fighting, the fish. was brought alongside, 
and the boatman tried to take it aboard with a 
gaff. The fish was brought to the gunwale, 

where it made one last desperate effort and cap- 
sized the boat. Mr. Holder could swim. His 
friend could not. The boatman was an expert in 
the. water, The capsized craft would not bear 
all three of them up, and’ was abandoned to the 
gentleman from Philadelphia who could not swim. 

Mr. Holder and the boatman struck out for a 

launch anchored some distance away. “As they 


neared the launch. Mr. Holder noticed that the 
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boatman, who should have been outswimming him 
easily, was occasionally going under and fast fall- 
ing behjnd. He called to ask him if he needed 
help. The boatman's head went™im@er again. 
“I’m all right!” he cried, going under again. 
“I’m bringing the fish!” he cried as.he came up. 
This was true. He had held on to the line and 
was towing a 90-pound tuna, though a very tired 
one, of course. They made.the launch, landed 
their fish and rescued the perishing Quaker. 
Fishing stories of this sort are common at the 
Tuna Club. The tuna is that kind of a fish. It 
has been taken at Catalina as high as 253 pounds, 
and with very light tackle. There is no heavy 
tackle around the Tuna Club. It is strong, of 
course, but the fisherman gives the game a chance. 


Mr. Holder caught his biggest tuna, weighing 
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185 pounds, on a line with a breaking strength 
of 42 pounds. 

It is not considered sportsmanlike to take fish 
in-those waters with anything but comparatively 
light tackle. Mr. Gifford Pinchot, who is one of 
the great fishermen of Catalina, takes big sword- 
fish-with an incredibly light tackle. The island 
of San Clemente, immediately south of Catalina, 
is a paradise for the swordfish fishermen. 

To describe a day’s fishing at Catalina—not an 
unusual, but an ordinary day of the sort that any 
fisherman going there may be certain of having: 
One engages the boatman the night before, and 
meets him at daylight at the dock. The boatman 
furnishes everything, even to the lunch.. His boat 
is a small gasoline craft ‘with two seats back of 
the engine and facing aft. The fisherman sits in

one of these seats with a short, thick rod, a great 
reel reminding the trout fisherman of the reel 
carrying his garden hose, and a deep leather 
sccket in which to hold the butt of the pole 
while playing a fish. 

The boatman runs out of the little bay of 
Avalon and along the mountainous coast. [If 
doesn’t take him long to discover a school of fish 
playing on the water out in the channel.
